Village to discuss future 
of Village Green at forum

LINDENHURST- The Lindenhurst Village Board 
passed several annexation and re-zoning ordinances 
in March to support Lindenhurst Village Green 
development. 

Since then, items surrounding the residential and 
retail development have come up before the Village 
Board, hut the whole project might have left some 
residents asking "what'sjhe latest?" ; 

To answer some of the residents' questions, 
Lindenhurst is hosting a public forum at 7 p.m. on 
Tuesday, Nov. 13, at St. Mark's Lutheran Church's 
education center, at 1822 East Grand Ave. 

Representatives from the village, along with retail 
builder OliverMcMillan, and residential builder 
p'Leary/Swanson, will be available to talk to resi- 
dents: 
'. Village Administrator Jim Stevens said residents 
haven't seen a lot going on at the northwest corner of . 
Routes 132_and 45, where the 190-acre development 
will be, because a lot of the discussion has been going 
on behind the scenes. 

"" "They have questions about the plan," Stevens 
said. 'And they wonder why it looks like nothing's 
happening." 

Stevens said the plan has been refined since it was 
first introduced roughly nine months, ago. He 
describes the plan as "significant for the area, not 
just Lindenhurst" 

"The village approved a concept," he said of the- 
beginning stages of the development. 

As : time goes on, Stevens said the village and 
developers will work on specifics such as architec- 
ture, landscaping, and construction materials.. 

Stevens said,- the retail' portion of Village Green 
could have up to.three anchor tenants. He said there 
has been no change in the number of residential 
units, which could be between 700 and 800. "

Board supports renaming 
road after 173 rd Airborne

ANTIOCH - Bob "Ragman" Getz is on a 
mission. He has been working his way along 
nitnois Route 173 trying to get villages from 
Rockford to Antioch to rename its stretch of 
highway to the "173rd Airborne Brigade 
Highway" 

A resident of Elgin, Getz served in the 173rd 
during Vietnam. He also serves at the secre- 
tary for the for the I73rd*s Chapter Six. The 
173rd Brigade is. a combat paratroopers group 
that jumps from planes. 

At the Oct. 15 board meeting, the Antioch 
Village Board was the second to pass the reso- 
lution. Getz said Harvard was first, and he is in 
discussions with the villages of Rockford, 
. Spring Grove, Hebron, Zion, .Richmond, and

Popular Grove. 

He said all the villages have been receptive 
to the change, but said "getting on the agenda 
is tough." 

Getz said many former 173rd members keep 
up with those active in the group. 

"We're a tight group,", he said; "Many of 
those serving are the age of our own kids." 

He said some former 173rd members have 
children in the unit. 

The Airborne Brigade has a long and color- 
ful history Getz said the Brigade was activated 
in- 1917 and was deployed to France during 
World War I. 

Getz said each village can pass a resolution 
renaming the portions of Route 173- that run 
through its community. Afler that, he's going 
to call in the "bigger guns." 

Once Getz gets five or six villages to' 
approve the ordinance, he plans to get the help 
of Lt. Governor Pat Quinn and Secretary of 
State Jesse White, who Getz's hopes, will des- 
ignate the entire state highway the "173rd 
Airborne Brigade Highway."-

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Accident horses have hope 

Animal lovers line up to adopt recovering workhorses

WADSWORTH - The atmos- 
phere at the Carney Farm has 
been somber recently; yet there 
is an air of unflappable hope. 

The horse farm along 
Delany Road in Wadsworth has 
been serving as a temporary 
home for the horses that sur- 
vived a rollover crash on Oct. 
27. 

In total, 17 horses died or 
were euthanized following the 
accident. 

Many of the survivors have 
open wounds and are still in 
need of constant veterinarian 
care. Donna Ewing, with the 
Hooved Animal Rescue and 
Protection Society (HARPS) In 
Barrington, said that people 
are lining up to adopt these 
horses, once they are out of the 
woods health-wise. 

"We've got to watch them 
closely for /trauma," -Ewing' 
said. "Some,of them can't, get 
up." 

The accident occurred near 
7 p.m. Oct. 27. 

James E. Anderson, 34, of 
McLeod, N.D., was driving a 
double-decker semitrailer car- 
rying 59 horses from Indiana to 
Minneapolis for auction. The 
driver ran a red light on Route 
41, near its intersection with 
Wadsworth Road, struck a pick- 
up truck, and rolled over.

Ewing said they can be bred 
with a lighter-weight horse like 
an American sport horse.

release the horses, Ewing said, 
Great Western Insurance will 
help offset the cost of adoption.

Ewing said HARPS will be 
especially particular about the 
home these horses end up in, 
and potential adopters must be 
aware that there will be more 
veterinary bills in their future. 

Ewing also said some of 
these horses will get as big as 
2,000 pounds and would sell for 
about 75 cents a pound on the 
horse market.

As a former firefighter 
with the Newport Township 
Fire Department, Robert 
Brown, of Beach Park, still 
keeps in touch with a num- 
ber of his former co-work- 
ers. 

On the night of Oct. 27, 
after a double-decker semi- 
trailer carrying 59 horses 
from Indiana to Minneapolis 
rolled over, Brown got a call 
from one of his friends, ask- 
ing whether he was listening 
to the police scanner. 

When Brown heard that a 
semitrailer rolled over, he 
took his father-in-law, Fred 
Carney's, truck and trailer 
and headed out to the scene 
of the accident. 

"I checked with Chief 
Mark Kirschhoffer if I could 
help," Brown said. 
Other volunteers showed up 
with horse trailers as well. 
Brown ended up staging 
horse trailers at the acci- 
dent, as firefighters and vol- 
unteers rolled up their 
sleeves to extract the horses 
that survived. 

"I helped as much as I 
could," he said. "It was hor- 
rible" 

Once all the horse trail- 
ers were loaded up, Brown 
said, there was talk that the 
horses would be taken to dif- 
ferent farms. His father-in- 
law was out of town, but 
Brown made the call to take 
all the horses to Carney 
Farm in Wadsworth. 

"I was thinking,' 'I hope 
my father-in-law, won't 
mind,'" he said. ;. 

The horse community is 
a small, tight-knit group. 
Once Brown gave Carney a 
description of the situation, 



Carney said, "Whatever 
[Kirschhoffer] needs, you 
give him." 

"We're all looking to take 
care of these horses," Brown 
said. 

The 42 surviving; horses 
will remain at the Carney 
Farm until they are Well 
enough for adoption. Brown 
said .the farm is equipped to, 
feed, water, and provide 
shelter to the horses, and 
veterinarians come daily to 
give them drugs for the pain. 
He said just about every 
horse has a bruise, cut, or 
swollen eye or knee. Family- 
friends volunteer their time 
to brush and groom the 
horses. 

Brown said the horses 
are feeling better, at least 
mentally, and it's starting tp 
show. They are bucking and 
playing. 

"They're getting so lively 
now," he said. 

He agreed with Ewing that 
the three breeds of horses - 
Belgian, Haflinger, and 
Percheron - were all well 
cared for before the acci- 
dent. 

Brown married into a 
horse family and has spent 
about 10 years -working with 
them. 

"But these guys t need a ,(• 
job; they can't sit around 
and eat carrots all day," he 
said. "They need to be sad- 
dled or work." 

Brown complimented the 
firefighters and other volun- 
teers who helped on the day 
of the accident. 
"The fire department did a 
great job; there are a lot of 
nice people- out there," he 
said.

Ewing said that according to 
federal regulations, no horse 
can be transported in a double- 
decker semitrailer unless it Is 
"for slaughter for human con-, 
sumption."

mal rights activists. 

If these animals were to be 
slaughtered, they would be 
headed to Canada, Ewing said, 
where doing so is legal. This sit- 
uation would also allow the 
horses to be. transported in 
those harsh conditions in a 
double-decker semitrailer..

By most accounts, authorities 
have handled the California wild- 
fires effectively.

Gannon. Gannon gained fame in 
2005 after he asked a softbaU ques- 
tion during a White House press 
briefing.

Every American child has been left behind 



Two months from now, on Jan. 9, 
2008, the No Child Left Behind law 
will be six years old. It was heralded 
as the school reform law of the cen- 
tury. It was supposed to provide 
quality education and, by the year 
2014, every student would be profi- 
cient in reading and mathematics. 

. As the law attempted to assess the 
educational progress of students, it 
is time to assess the worthiness of 
the law itself. In plain language, No 
Child Left Behind has flunked. 

Manyltimes, in this column, I . 
have warned that citizens should be 
apprehensive when Congress or leg- 
islatures ballyhoo reform and give it 
-a can't miss title.Such was the No . 
Child Left Behind- bill. It passed 
overwhelmingly. 

... Surely, it wasn't written by educa- 
tors and teachers, or anyone with 
experience and training in educa- 
tion. I wonder how many lawmakers 
read the provisions of the bill. 
■ If the intent of the law was to bet- ; 
ter prepare students at test-taking,

hollow goal. The standardized tests, ' 
administered by the states, are pri- 
marily multiple-choice exam's. ; 

The tests prove nothing as to 
what, or whether, students are learn- 
ing, Dropout rates have remained 
the same as before the law was ( 
enacted.

I think that the public school sys- 
tem ought to operate so that every 
child has the opportunity to reach 
his or her potential. 

Students who might be gifted 
must be challenged to become the 
best that they can be. Less perform- 
ing students, too, should be motivat- 
ed and taught to be the best that they 
can be. When any student is neglect- 
ed, everyone Is left behind. 

That's what's wrong with the law. 
Teachers are spending more time 
teaching how to pass tests. If the law 
is re-authorized by Congress in its ( 
present form, it will set education 
back a decade, or more. 

Is that the intent of the law? . 
Many have become cynics of the law. 
Some criticisms are that students . 
who have been designated as failures 
have been, targeted for private 
schools, instead of placing them in 
successful public schools. 

,Was it someone's goal to promote 
privatized education? If so, It is a . 
recipe for failure. To think that you' 



can fit eveiy student into one mold 
and render every student within a 
specified time to be proficient in 
reading and mathematics is an unre- 
alistic concept, in the first place. , 

There will be some, no matter the 
quality of education, who just won't 
make it. There will be some,' no mat- 
ter what, who will be outstanding. 
Then there will be some who will 
always "freeze" when taking tests. 

Also, I am from the "old school" 
of emphasizing reading, writing, 
and arithmetic, but the law's empha- 
sis on test preparedness reduces 
time and importance of other pro- 
grams. These programs include his- 
tory, art, music, civics, geography, 
and the everyday interaction of- 
respect of students.toward each 
other. 

What baffles me is that some of 
the prime movers of the law were , 
those who always clamored to "get 
the federal government out of our 
lives." Yet, it was OK to allow the 
bureaucrats to intrude into our 
schools. What happened to local con- 
trol? .'■-'' , 

It is time to get the politicians out 
of the classrooms, and turn educa- 
tion back to the teachers.

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'No Country 5 creates a land of terror

Film nolr continues to call to Joel and 
Ethan Coen. 

They invented frigid noir with 
"Fargo," and they did stylized noir with 
"The Man Who Wasn't There" and satiri- 
cal noir with "The Big Lcbowski." But 
"No Country Tor Old Men" is nolr without 
adjectives. 

This Is the Coen Brothel's' leanest and 
least affected film since "Blood Simple," 
the modern nolr that launched their 
career in 1984. 

Two crime stories quickly intersect in 
"No Country" First, icily psychotic killer 
Anton Chigurh (Javier Bardem) escapes 
from a brief police custody (say goodbye 
to that deputy) and continues to kill 
unsuspecting drivers along remote Texas 
highways! 

His favored weapon is one of those 
pneumatic hammers used to slaughter 
cattle. 

Next, Llewelyn Moss (Josh Brolln) goes 
hunting in some scrublands and comes 
across a heroin deal that turned into a 
massacre. Along with the dead bodies, lie , 
finds $2 million in cash, which he decides 
to keep. 

For reasons poorly explained, Chigurh 
is hired to recover the $2 million. And 
now Llewelyn has an unstoppable killer 
on his tall. 

Also tying these stories together Is . 
Sheriff Tom Bell (Tommy Lee Jones). 
Feeling more irrelevant as lie ages, Bell 
nevertheless is brilliant at reading evi- 
dence. 

After finding Llewelyn's truck parked 
near the scene of the massacre, Sheriff 
Bell quickly realizes the danger Llewelyn 
faces and is determined to save him. 

Mostly, though* Sheriff Bell plays the 
role of a Greek chorus as Llewelyn and 
Chigurh engage in a bloody game of cat 
and mouse through the small towns of 
south Texas. 

Llewelyn sends his wife, Carla Jean 
(Scottish actress Kelly Macdonald), into i 
hiding and stays one step ahead of

Chigurh, thanks to survival skills he 
learned in Vietnam (the film takes place 
In 1980). 

"No Country" is one of the few Coen 
Brothel's films based on a previous 
source, In this case Cormac McCarthy's 
novel (which I haven't read). 

Wliile the story returns the Coens to 
the cruel Texas setting of "Blood Simple," 
"No Country" also is a close relative to 
"Fargo." Both films were photographed by 
Roger Deakins and scored by Carter 
Burwell, and the tone of each is influ- 
enced by its bleak setting (gray snowfields 
in "Fargo" and hazy yellow deserts in "No 
Country") and plain-spoken residents. 



One key difference is that the average 
citizens who wander into the story aren't 
played for laughs in "No Country." We 
fear for them when they cross paths with 
Chigurh. Besides the great threat of vio- 
lence, the main reason "No Country" is 
grimmer than "Fargo" is the choice of 
main characters. 

Sheriff Bell has the same moral voice 
that Frances McDormand's Marge 
Gunderson brought to "Fargo." He even 
laments near the end that money should 
be trie cause of so much pain and vio- 
lence, 

But unlike Marge Gunderson, Sheriff 
Bell's belief in law, and order is faltering. 
More importantly, he Is not the dominant 
character. 

Chigurh, with his vacant soul and 
amoral imperative, dominates "No 
Country."

SOUTH BEND, Ind.- 
Standlng shoulder to shoulder 
in the southeast corner of 
Notre Dame Stadium, the 
Midshipmen of Navy waited. 

They waited for four quar- 
ters, their gold uniform but- 
tons catching (lie Indiana sun 
and their battle cries traveling 
into the cool air. When regula- 
tion wasn't enough, the stu- 
dents with tlie close-cropped , 
hair waited during an over- 
time period. 

Then during another. 

And another. 

But, really, what were a few 
more minutes when talking 
about ending a victory 
drought of 43 years? 

Finally when a swarm of 
Navy defenders corralled 
Travis Thomas short of the 
goal line, a stop that sealed a 
46-44 three-overtime victory 
against Notre Dame Nov. 3, the 
Middies didn't have to wait 
any longer. Off came their 
white hats, dozens of which 
popped into the air, like heated 
popcorn kernels. Down on the 
field, their football-playing 
classmates sang along with , 
tlie alma mater and celebrated 
the first Navy win against the 
Irish since 1963. 

"That ends the game," said 
Notre Dame's public address 
announcer to a crowd that was 
otherwise stone silent. "And 
the streak." 

The Midshipmen and their 
fans continued to cheer like 
they had just won the Super 
Bowl. Or, better yet, like they 
had just beaten Army. 

OK, so the more cynical 
among us might say that 
Navy's win didn't mean as 
much as it could have. The 
Irish, after all, dropped to 1-8 
in a season that is making the 
Gerry Faust years look like 
the Golden Era. 
• Charlie Weis helped, too, 
passing up a chance to kick a 
41-yard field goal late in the 
fourth quarter, a decision that 
resulted in overtime and Weis 
being boded by the student 
section as he walked off the 
field after the loss. 

But those who want to

believe that Navy's victory 
was nothing more than tomato 
can knockdown most likely • 
didn't see the game, which 
was like gripping theater, 
regardless of the home team's 
recent struggles. 

And they probably haven't 
been well schooled in the 81- 
year history of tlie series, 
which last featured a Navy 
win when Roger Staubach was 
logging time under center in 
Annapolis. 

"It's a big win for the pro- 
gram, and it's a big win for the 
[Naval] Academy," said Navy 
coach Paul Johnson, who was 
a 6-year-old living in North 
Carolina in 1963. "I'm happy I 
don't have to answer anything 
about a streak every time we 
play." 

So just how big was the win 
in tlie eyes of those at Navy? 
Well, classes at the Naval 
Academy have been canceled 
for Monday, a move that 
"almost never happens," 
Johnson said. 

But the vacation will be 
well deserved for a team that 
probably won't get enough 
credit for this win as it should. 
While playing at Navy is an 
honor, it also means playing 
under a set of circumstances 
that put the Midshipmen at a 
disadvantage in almost every 
game they play. Because 
attending the Academy 
requires a service require- 
ment in either the Navy or 
Marines after graduation, tlie 
team isn't exactly a magnet for 
NFL-bound talent. That trans- 
lates into a lack of size that 
appeared shocking after view- 
ing both teams side-by-side 
from field-level Nov. 3. 

"Every team we play is 
going to be bigger, stronger 
aijd faster," said senior Reggie 
Campbell, who stands all of 5- 



foot-6 and 168 pounds. "That's 
something we know going into 
every game, but you're not 
going to just show up, intimi- 
date and beat us.'' 

Campbell made that inten- 
tion clear during the game 
and especially in the third 
overtime, when he snuck 
down the sideline and caught 
a 25-yard pass from quarter* ; 
back Kaipo-Noa Kaheaku- 
Enhada for a go-ahead touch- 
down on tlie series' first play. 
On the ensuing two-point con- 
version, Campbell outmuscled 
a defender and put tlie Irish 
down by eight points. 

And although Notre Dame 
scored a touchdown and got a 
second two-point chance after 
a Navy pass interference , 
penalty on the first attempt, 
the Midshipmen still held on 
for the drought-killing win. 
They gained 257 rushing yards 
during tlie game, having their 
way with an Irish defense that 
struggled to stop them. 

For a player such as senior 
linebacker Matt Wimsatt, the 
significance of the win was 
not lost. His brother, Brad, 
also played for Navy and suf- 
fered through four years of 
"The Streak" before graduat- 
ing without a win. 

Now he has the ultimate 
family bragging right. 

"I knew about [1963] long 
before I ever got here," 
Wimsatt said. "My brother 
played here and one of my 
goals coming into the 
Academy was to beat Notre 
Dame. [But] it honestly has 
not hit me yet ... I feel numb 
right now. There's no other 
way to explain it." 

Say what you want about 
the state of Notre Dame foot- 
ball, this type of win doesn't 
happen every day. 

Was it worth the wait? 

"Definitely," Wimsatt said.

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Avoiding lemons in the used-car market 



(NAPSA)-No matter what 
year, make or model, a vehicle 
Is one of the most significant 
investments a consumer 
makes. Often, an , automobile 
purchase represents a consid- 
erable portion of the buyer's 
savings, and for those with 
jobs that require the use of a 
car-like a pizza-delivery per- 
son or regional sales manager- 
a vehicle may be directly tied 
to future income. 

When buying a used car, 
individuals forgo the luxury of 
a factory warranty and take 
their chances in a market 
where costs are lower but 
risks are higher.

doors and fenders. If the mag- 
net 'doesn't "stick," there is 
most likely body filler below 
the paint. Inside the car, check 
for water stains and dried 
mud on the carpet. A flood- 
damaged car could bo big trou- 
ble down the road. Wear on the 
gas and brake pedals should 
be consistent with the mileage 
claimed on the odometer. Low- 
mileage vehicles should have 
little wear on the pedals. Wear 
on the outer edges of the front 
tires usually indicates that the 
car is out of alignment and/or 
has worn-out components.
